His detailed plan, meeting many 
of the objections which both lay- 
men and clergy might raise, has 
been warmly received as a be- 
ginning in what an increasing 


number of Christians believe 
necessary — a greater unity in 
Christendom. 


Never before have the divisions 
within Christianity been so under- 
scored as in our time. Nor is it 
merely the fact of division which 
is sO increasingly damaging. The 
world is made to see there is 
much of petty competition and 
straining at gnats of dogmatic 
differences to the detriment of all. 
The recent national election is a 
painful illustration. All Christian- 
ity was damaged — the Roman 
and Protestant churches alike.

None can deny Dr. Blake's con- 
clusions: 


“IT recall the issue,” he said, 
“to remind you that one result 
is clear. Every Christian church, 
Protestant, Orthodox, Anglican 
and Roman Catholic, has been 
weakened by it. Never before 
have so many Christian churches, 
divided as Americans agreed that 
they are, cannot be trusted to 
bring to the American people an 
objective and authentic word of 
God on a political issue. Ameri- 
cans more than ever see the 
churches of Jesus Christ as com- 
peting social groups pulling and 
hauling, propagandizing and pres- 
suring for their own organiza- 
tional advantages ... 


“Our culture, our civilization, 
our world leadership are under 
the materialistic threat of Marx- 
ist communism. But our culture 
becomes increasingly secular, our 
civilization becomes increasingly 
decadent, and our world leader- 
ship becomes increasingly con- 
fused precisely because their 
Christian foundations are under- 
mined and eroded. And our di- 
vided churches all more and more 
sectarian in fact, are all there- 
fore less and less Christian in in- 
fluence.” 


Proposal 


Dr. Blake’s proposal came just 
a few hours after the Archbishop 
of Canterbury had met for more 
than an hour in Rome with Pope 
John XXIII. Theirs was a meet- 
ing of two Christians. It was 
hedged about by protocol. But it 
was a major fact. 


It should not be overlooked that 
this historic meeting, and Dr. 
Blake’s compelling recommenda- 
tion, took place at a time when 
the Communist powers of the 
world were concluding their meet- 
ing in Moscow. 


They, too, had differences. That 
these were .difficult is obvious 
from the earlier news releases 
and from the open disagreement 
expressed in the Chinese and So- 
viet newspapers. 


The Communists, however, 
reached a decision of unity. 


It is a gargantuan piece of 
irony that an ideology based on 
materialism and a rejection of 
spiritual qualities and the exist- 
ence of God, should be able to 
attain such a powerful unity while 
the Christian world remains 
splintered. 


This is especially true when one 
considers that the major Protes- 
tant, Orthodox and Roman 
churches have a common basic 
catholic bond in the sacraments 
of baptism and the Eucharist. 
The Roman Church has its own 
universal or catholic ritual. So 
do the Eastern and major Protes- 
tant churches. They are all catho- 
lic in Christian belief. That there

Kennedy’s greatest use of force was 
the firmness of his handshake.

(though he may give the armies quite 
a shaking if Sen. Symington’s plan pre- 
vails). 

We don’t really appreciate our 
processes of order and freedom enough, 
now that we’re used to them. 


What occurred in the White House 
was an orderly response to the people’s 
free will. The people’s will in Russia is 
neither expressed nor responded to in 
the Kremlin. The difference is impor- 
tant, and Tuesday’s meeting in Washing- 
ton reminded us of it.

WASHINGTON—When Sen. Clark of Penn- 
sylvania, a highly vocal moralist on the sanc- 
tity of convention pledges, proposed to his party ae 
colleagues the demotion of Senate committee chairmen who had 


“failed to support’ the Los Angeles ticket or the platform, his 
sole target was Sen. Byrd of Virginia, head of the finance committee. 


But his shot ricocheted, to land 


Kennedy and Vice 
President-elect Johnson. 


It develops that both have given 
assurance they do not intend to 
assist those Democrats who will 
attempt to redeem one of the ma- 
jor pledges in the Los Angeles 
platform that Byrd denounced. 
And, to complete the discomfiture 
of the senator from Pennsylvania, 
it also develops that this assur- 
ance was given to Byrd himself 
—Clark’s one nominee for ex- 
communication as a party here- 
tic. 

This platform pledge was: “We 
will repeal the authorization for 
‘right-to-work’ laws.’’ These are 
state statutes which the Supreme 
Court has validated under the 
Taft-Hartley-Act. They make il- 
legal employer-employe contracts 
which require workers, either be- 
fore being employed or to retain 
employment after a stated period, 
to join a union to the extent of 
paying dues and being represent- 
ed by it in collective bargaining. 
To repeal this state authority re- 
quires amendment of Taft-Hart- 
ley. 

Virginia is one of the 17 states 
with “right-to-work” laws, and 
Byrd’s announcement that he 
would resist this repeal by Con- 


gress was well-known to Ken- 
nedy and Johnson when, at Ken- 
nedy’s suggestion, they called on 
him, after their nominations by 
the National Party Convention, to 
enlist his campaign support. He 
reviewed his dissent to a number 
of platform pledges. Kennedy, 
with the concurrence of his run- 
ning-mate and in the presence 
also of Sen. Smathers of Florida, 
then informed Byrd that the ad- 
ministration would not include the 
repeal in its legislative program. 

On that assurance Byrd, while 
he never endorsed the national 
party ticket, refrained from re- 
pudiating it, as he had in 1956. 
Since all other Democratic Sen- 
ate chairmen who indicated op- 
position to platform planks never- 
theless endorsed the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket, this left only Byrd 
as the object of Clark’s Nov. 20 
purge proposal. 

It is true that Clark’s epplica- 
tion of his moral principle was 
specifically confined to Demo- 
crats who were chairman of Sen- 
ate committees, But when it as- 
sumed the form of a purge of 
senators for refusing to help leg- 
islate a pledge which the Presi- 
dent-elect and the vice president- 
elect both had disavowed, its 
not very bright prospect of suc- 
céss vanished utterly.

Mexico Has No 


Fear of Castro 


MEXICO CITY—Castroism is stirring some 


\e. deep treacherous crosscurrents in the politics of 
e s this most mature and stable Latin American 
republic. I don’t mean that officials here are uncritically pro-Castro 


or that they relish the direction of the Cuban dictatorship. But this 
country is not immune to events in Cuba and from the standpoint of 
U.S. policy, there are some disturbing consequences. 


The Mexican government is not 
the least bit afraid of exported 
Castroism. It is too strong to be 
attacked, too alert to be subvert- 
ed. Mexicans are on the whole 
satisfied with their own revolu- 
tion, whose 50th anniversary has 
just been celebrated. 

But extreme, left-wing political 
groups in Mexico are pro-Castro 


in principle and are playing upon. 


the sympathy for the revolution of 
many Mexicans to increase their 
political power. This group has a 
principal spokesman in Mexico’s 
most influential ex-president, the 
far-to-the-left Lazaro Cardenas 
who may see the cause of Castro 
as a chance to become once again 
the dominant voice in Mexican 
politics. 

The feeling of immunity to the 
Cuban revolution and the fear of 
former President Cardena’s po- 
litical activities make it difficult, 
indeed unlikely, for President Lo- 
pez Mateos to support the United 
States in collective action against 
Castro. | 

Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Ken- 
nedy: can expect from Mexico a 


‘ sympathetic neutralism, 


afraid of Castroism and why they 
are substantially sympathetic to 
the Castro revolution. 

The Mexican leaders feel that 
Castro has little lure for the Mexi- 
can people. The -Mexicans had 
their revolution 50 years ago. It 
has served them well. 

But most Mexicans are sympa- 
thetic to Castro. They are sympa- 
thetic because they see in the 
Castro revolution a tardy imita- 
tion of their own uprising against 
a repressive government and sub- 
sequent struggle for social jus- 
tice. The Mexicans are not happy 
about Castro’s methods; the Mexi- 
can press is almost uniformly 
critical, almost as critical as 
newspapers in the United States. 

The Mexican authorities would 
be more comfortable without Cas- 
tro in Cuba.

A Defeat for Hoffa 


Old Greenwich, Conn. — One 
consolation that even most Res 
publicans can take from the elec. 
tion is that the vote represented 
a defeat for James Hoffa, the 
president of the Teamsters’ Union, 
which has been expelled from the 
AFL-CIO for corruption and raeks 
eteering. Mr. Hoffa tried hard té 
defeat Kennedy. 


This was partly because Kens 
nedy had introduced the original 
bill for stricter controls on union 
funds and on funds accumulated 
to buy pensions and sick and acs 
cident insurance for union meme 
bers. Partly it was because Pres 
ident-elect Kennedy's brother and 
trusted political lieutenant, Rob- 
ert Kennedy, was counsel for the 
Senate’s Select Committee on Im« 
proper Activities in the Labor of 
Management Field, and as suc 
had uncovered racketeering and 
corruption in the ‘Teamsters’ 
Union by supporters of Hoffa and 
had won conviction of some of 
them, and had tried vigorously, 
but so far unsuccessfully, to pin 
such charges on.

The President’s order to the services to reduce the number of des 
pendents overseas and to take other measures to halt the outflow of 
gold has some negative aspects as well as some positive aspects. Tha 
order was motivated, of course, by the necessity to cut U.S. dollar 
expenditures abroad, and there is no doubt that its economic justifi« 


cation is sound. 

The reductions in dependents, 
which will be gradual starting 
next year, will have some other 
advantages. The flexibility of 
some combat units may be in- 
creased by the move and, in case 
of war, the evacuation problem 
would be simpler. 

On the other hand, the initial 
several adverse reaction in the 
armed services and among some 
of our allies shows that there is 
another side to the coin.

Youth Softies nie ss pe en a 
In 4-Nation Tests

WASHINGTON (?}—American boys and girls are 


physica? softies. 


In terms of over-all physical fitness, 


they fall shockingly below the youth of other nations. 


The American Association for 
Health, Physical Education, and 
Recreation made that contention 
Tuesday in releasing a compari- 
son of U.S. youth and those of 
England, Scotland, Wales and 
Cyprus. 


The association is a department 
of the National Education Assoc!- 
ation, formed by a merger in 
1937 of the American Physical 
Education Association and the De- 
partment of School Health and 
Physical Education. It has nearly 
25,000 members, including coach- 
es, physical education teachers, 
school nurses, playground super- 
intendents, ete. 


COMPARISONS CITED 


As in an earlier comparison 
with the youth of Japan, the report 
found the 10 to 17-year-olds of 
this country trailing in almost 
every component of physical fit- 
ness. 


It even found, it said, that in 
the test for ‘‘endurance for sus- 
tained activity,” British girls in 
the 10-11 age bracket exceeded the 
average scores made by Ameri- 
can boys. In “leg power,”’ British 
girls of 10, 11, 12, and 13 outscored 
American boys of the same age. 


Seven different tests were given 
to both boys and girls in the 10-17 
age bracket. British girls scored 
ahead of American girls in all 
seven, and British boys finished 
ahead of American boys in six. 
The lone American “superiority” 
was in arm power for boys. 


DESCRIBED AS SHOCKING 


The report was circulated at a 
conference of city and county di- 
rectors of health and physical edu- 
cation. 


“The physical fitness of a na- 
tion definitely is not displayed in 
the showing of its olympic team, 
nor by its economic or literate 
stature, but by what its individuals 
actually can do. U.S. youth certain- 
ly does not display good physical 
fitness when looked at by this cri- 
teria,’’ the report said. 


“The comparisons are shocking. 
They cannot be lightly regarded 


or glossed over easily. They 
should provoke serious thought 
and stimulate universal, organized 
action before it is too late. They 
reveal that the rapidly changing 
mode of American life is leaving 
its imprint on the basic physical 
fitness of American youth.” 


The comparison was made after 
10,000 British boys and girls were 
given the exact same tests which 
millions of American youth took a 
few years ago. The British test 
was supervised by Dr. Richard H. 
Pohndorf of the University of Illi- 
nois, and Dr. William R, Campbell 
of St. Luke’s College, Exeter, Eng: 
land. 


For all tests and at all ages, 
the British boys finished 14 per 
cent higher than the American 
average.

The president-elect of the U.S. 
Civil Defense Council declared 


here Tuesday night that more 
leadership by elected public of- 
ficials is a paramount need in 
rejuvenating this nation’s CD 
structure. 


Maj. Gen (USAF-Ret.) Robert 
E. Condon assailed “the apathy’”’ 
regarding civil defense on the 
part of the large segment of the 
public that says: 


“Why should I bother? If the 
bomb hits, I’m dead anyway.” 


Unless different attitudes are 
adopted, ‘“‘maybe that’s the way 
it should be,’’ Condon said in a 
terse, forceful speech. 


Condon is New York City’s CD 
director and chairman of the 
Metropolitan Tri-State Civil De- 
fense Planning Board. He ad- 
dressed some 300 Atlanta volun- 
teer CD workers at a ‘Pearl Har- 
bor Day Recognition Dinner’’ at 
the Atlanta Athletic Club. 


Noting that the audience in- 
cluded some city and county of- 
ficials, Condon stressed that “‘it 
is the responsibility of elected 
public officials’ to provide the 
leadership in dispelling apathy 
about CD. 


Condon said he realized that! 
politicians usually respond to the 
publie’s wishes, but he asserted 
that he could recall no instance 
“where a public official amounted 
to a damn unless he was a 
leader.”’ 


He also emphasized that moth- 
ers and fathers have “an in- 
herent obligation” to do all they 
can to safeguard the future for 
their children. 


“Civil Defense will be success- 
ful if you have courageous public 
officials and if you have the cour- 
age to prove you are Americans,” 
he said. |

Bill Asked | 


Legislature Seeks 
Bypass of Courts 


A south Georgia Legislator said 
Tuesday he plans to introduce a 
bill at the 1961 session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly which would per- 
mit policyholcers to collect valid 
small claims against insurance 
companies via appeals to Insur- 
ance Commissioner Zack Cravey 
outside the courts. 


Rep. Marvin Summers of Crisp 
County said his proposed legisla- 
tion is intended to benefit ‘‘the 
little man” since it would enable 
him to avoid expensive litigation. 
The bill would authorize the claim- 
ant to petition the state insurance 
commissioner for redress. The 
commissioner ‘would be empow- 
ered to order payment of the 
claim after reviewing the facts 
of the case. 

CRAVEY COMMENTS 

Cravey said Summers’ bill “‘has 

some merit but it could run into 


some rough sledding in the 
legislature.” 


Cravey said he hasn't studied 
the bill and doesn’t know yet 
whether he will support or oppose 
it. 

The bill sets no limit on the 
amount of claims which could be 
handled through Cravey’s office. 


TO COVER SMALL CLAIMS 

Theoretically, however, Sum- 
mers said, it is designed to cover 
claims of less than $100. 


“Far too often now, when a 
claimant files a claim for $50 or 
so some insurance companies will 
reject it,”’ he said. In such cases, 
the claimant's only recourse is 
to engage an attorney and take 
it to court. Summers said it 
usually costs the claimant more 
to go through the. courts than the 
amount of the claim. 


Under the bill, the insurance 
commissioner would call on com- 
panies to produce records of the 
claim, hold hearings and then de- 
cide whether the claimant was 
entitled to collect. 


Summers said he estimates sav- 
ings for Georgia policyholders of 
more than $1 million a year if 
his bill becomes law. 


Safe Driver, 
Rate Plans

A hearing on requests from two 
rating bureaus seeking an 8.4 per 
cent increase in some automobile 
insurance rates has been set for 
Jan. 4. 


State Insurance Commissioner 
Zack D. Cravey said Tuesday the 
public hearing also will air plans 
from the rating bureaus to initi- 
ate a “safe driver’’ insurance 
plan through which accident-free 
drivers would get lower rates. 

Cravey earlier turned down the 
proposed increase, but the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty Under- 
writers and the National Automo- 
bile Underwriters Association re- 
filed their application for permis- 
sion to incréase rates. 

There has been~‘‘strong think- 
ing’’ on both sides of the issue, 
Cravey said, and he wants the 
whole thing discussed thoroughly 
in a public hearing.

AWARE OF MOVEMENTS 
The United Nations stated it

The Stanleyville au- 
thorities were reported to have 
ordered their troops to seal off 
the provinces’ frontiers, and Mo- 
butu informed the world organiza- 
tion that he was flying about 50 
paratroopers to Coquilhatville, 
capital of Equator Province. 
About 150 more were flown north 
from here late Tuesday. 


Mobutu said his paratroopers 
Tuesday morning arrived in 
Bumba, a river town near the 
border between Equator and 
Oriental Provinces, to prevent an 
invasion by bands of armed Lu- 
mumba followers escorted by 
gendarmes that had infiltrated 
Monday. 


The U.N. command said it had 
received a report from its United 
Arab Republic contingent in 
Equator Province that two per- 
sons were injured in clashes be- 
tween pro-Lumumba and _ anti- 
Lumumba forces in the prov- 
ince’s north.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover called 
Tuesday for a “relentless cam- 
paign” by the public, in coopera- 
tion with police, against child 
molesters.

In 1956 he was chosen unani- 
mously at the first meeting of the 
15-member group to serve as its 
chairman. 


He was chosen to the first bond 
group by the county and to the 
1956 commission by the city. 


He was commended by the 
public and public officials for a 
request he made when accepting 
the chairmanship of the 1956 bond 
commission: ‘‘Let’s keep politics 
out of it.”

He maintained his interest in 
Tech long after he was grad- 
uated, serving in 1951 as chair- 
man of the Alexander Memorial 
Committee, which was responsible 
for building Tech’s Alexander 
Memorial Coliseum. 


From 1925 to the early 1930s 
Mr. MacDougall served as an of: | 
ficer in the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. 


Then he was named assistant 
administrator of the old Works 
Progress Administration for Geor- 
gia. He left WPA briefly to be- 
come technical director for the At- 
lanta Housing Authority, but in 
1939 was called back to the WPA 
to serve as state administrator. 


Later, President Roosevelt 
called him to Washington to serve 
as assistant national commission- 
er and chief engineer of the WPA. 


He resigned from government 
service in 1942, after organizing 
a Southern regional office for the 
Federal Work Agency. 


ACTIVE IN CLUBS 


He went into business here with 
another construction man, the late 
Alex MacDougald, head of Mac- 
Dougald Construction Co., parent 
organization of MacDougald-War- 
ren. 


Mr. MacDougall married the 
former Margaret Clarkston Mc- 
Dow on June 9, 1928.

| Three State Supreme Cotirt jus- 
tices—one of them newly elected 
Justice Benning Mé Grice of Ma- 
con—and a emeritus were 
sworn in Tu by Gov. Van- 
diver. 


Grice, who won a close race over 
Vance Custer of Bainbridge and 
Fulton Civil Court Judge A. L. 
Henson, is the first son of a form- 
er State Supreme Court justice to 
come to the bench. His father was 
ithe late Associate Justice Warren 
Grice. 


Also sworn for new terms in 
ceremonies at the Capitol were 
Associate Justices Carlton Mobley 
and Joseph D. Quillian. Justice 
John H. Hawkins of Marietta, who 
retired recently from active serv- 
fice on the court, was given the 
oath as associate justice emeritus. 


Grice, who was a Bibb County 
fegislator for two terms, was elec- 
ted to the State Board of Bar Ex- 
aminers in 1957. He will resign 
that position. He served in the 
Navy in World War II, has been 
assistant secretary-treasurer of the 
Georgia Bar Association and is 
past president of the Macon Cir- 
cuit Bar Assn. 


Justice Quillian was appointed 
to the Supreme Court by Gov. Van- 
diver upon the death of Justice 
Lee Wyatt. He was reelected to 
the court in the Sept. 14 primary 
without opposition. 

Justice Mobley, who has been 
on the court since June 1, 1945, 


also was reelected without oppo- 
sition.

The Atlanta Housing Authority 
has applied for $45,500 in survey 
and planning funds from the Ur- 
ban Renewal Administration for 
a general neighborhood redevel- 
epment project in-West End, Earl 


H. Metzger Jr., director of re- 
development, said. 


The West End area, bounded 
roughly by West View Drive on 
the north, Lee Street on the east, 
and the L&AN Railroad tracks on 


the south and west, encompasses 
some 632 acres. 


The project, the largest in land 
area to be considered formally 
for redevelopment in Atlanta, 
probably will be broken into a 
series of smaller internal projects 
for the over-all program. About 
10 years will be taken up in the 
completion of the program, Metz- 
ger said. 


If the West End project re- 
ceives the initial planning funds, 
an additional request for funds for 
detailed planning and-survey 
studies of the first individual proj- 
ect within the arae will be made, | 
Metzger said. 


West End has some “pockets of 
blight’’. to be eradicated during 
such a federally assisted pro- 
gram. 

Metzger said, “In general, the 
emphasis in this project, if ap-| 
proved, will be on renee, 
rather than clearance.”

The two prima donnas recent- 
ly recorded ‘Turandot’ to- 
gether and they buy their 
clothes from the same Italian 
designer, Biki of Milan. 


“My husband is with Maria 
now,”’ the visitor said, explain- 
ing quickly that Mr. Legge is 
recording Callas’ current per- 
formance at La Scala Opera 
House. 


Miss Schwarzkopf considers 
headline-making Callas misun- 
derstood and exploited by the 
press. 


“She jumped from the music 
page to the news page without 
meaning to. Many music lead- 
ers have turned against her,” 
the blond visitor said. 


DEFENDS COLLEAGUE 


As a result, she must defend 
her colorful colleague in music 
circles over Europe. 


Discussing other music greats, 
Miss Schwarzkopi mentioned a 
recent visit with Lotte Leh- 
mann, the famed German so- 
prano who recently retired and 
lives in San Diego.

The obstacle course contains all 
the signs a driver would expect 
to see on the roads, plus some 
twisting driving through pylons 
to check a driver’s manual skill 
and a lane to put the right wheels 
in as the driver enters the course 
—to see if he really knows how 
wide his car is. 

ACTIONS GRADED 

Each driver is graded on his 
actions. And he can’t even take 
the test unless his car passes the 
safety check, which includes 
checking lights, brake lights, 
horn and windshield wipers. 


Georgia’s testing system is pay- 
ing off, Davies believes. ‘We 
want to make everybody as safe 
a driver as we can,” he said. 
“We've got a problem with the 
written test. Some people can’t 
read, and some of those who can 
have trouble with phrases like 
‘vehicle illegally parked.’

The major studios long since 
have released the bulk of their 
libraries to television. This is 
probably the principal block of 
pictures as yet unshown in the 
nation’s living rooms. 

It includes such choice items 
as “Dead End,” “The Little 
Foxes,” “‘Pride of the Yankees,” 
“The Westerner,” “These 
Three,” ‘Hans Christian An- 
dersen,’”’ “The Secret Life of 
Walter Mitty,” “Guys and 
Dolis’”” and “The Best Years 
of Our Lives,”’ which swept up 
ll Academy Awards. 

The principal exception is 
Goldwyn’s latest picture, 
“Porgy and Bess,’ which is 
running in theaters. 

NO PRICE TAG 

He hasn't put any price tag 
on the collection. He’s more in- 
tersted in terms. For one thing, 
he isn’t going to sell any pic- 
tures outright. He's holding out 
for their release only for one 
or two television showings, prob- 
ably at stipulated times. 


“Best Years,” he mentioned 
for an example, ran_ three 
hours, and on television would 
probably have to be split into 
two showings on _ successive 
evenings. 

From conferences with 
‘heads of several advertising 
agencies who represent some 
of the country’s foremost spon- 
sors,”’ he said, he had conclud- 
ed that public pressure for qual- 
ity entertainment now dictated 
the showing of “fine pictures 
on prime time.”’ 

He considered holding out for 
pay-TV, but thinks this is still 
several years off and that he 
can do better now.

behind the head or mouth which 
contains the lobster’s last meal. The 


the main body which look suspect 
to one not in the know, are not 
only edible but are delicacies, and 
the tender meat in the long slender 
legs is delicious. 

Of course a lobster must be alive 
when cooked, but many people, 
says the expert, drown a lobster 
when cooking by throwing it into 
a pot of boiling water, whereas the 
correct method is to put it in a 
pot of shallow boiling water and 
steam for about twenty minutes 
over high heat. Then cut out the 
sack, called the “lady” behind the 
mouth including the thin vein at- 
tached to the sack and it’s ready 
for total consumption. After initial 
steaming, you may, if you wish, 
keep it in the refrigerator for up 
to two days, and then eat it cold 
or again cook by broiling to have 
hot lobster, or it may be prepared 
in‘any of the different ways recom- 
mended in your favorite cook book. 

As in so many things, for the 
lack of authentic information from 
an expert, probably millions of peo- 
ple have missed the enjoyment and 
delicacy of the whole lobster, but 
that’s only an insignificant example 
of loss due to not having the serv- 
ices and knowledge of an expert.
